water tank. The three sprinkling pipes 
are located between the front and rear 
axles, and the roller which does the 
sweeping Is hung from the rear axles 
on a frame behind the machine. The 
roller consists of a core ten inches in 
diameter, luto which the rubber strips 
are fastened. There are twenty-four of 
these strips, each three-eighths of an 
inch thick, projecting four and a half 
inches from the core, so that the size 
of the roller Is about nineteen Inches. 
The strips ni-e plnced spirally, and this, 
combined with the stiffness of the rub- 
ber, keeps them from turning down 
easily or "flopping." The roller Is seven 
feet long and placed nt an angle similar 
to the revolving brooms of the ordinary 
street sweeper. It Is revolved in a di- 
rection opposite to the movement of 
the machine by gearing from one of 
the rear wheels. 

The machine does the work of clean- 
ing the nsphalt In n very thorough 
manner. It seems to get in all the lit- 
tle inaccuracies of the surface, as is ev- 
idenced by the fact that It picks up 
pins and similar trifles of this charac- 
ter.

AUSTRALIAN FORESTS. 

Native Trees Being Replaced by ThoM 
of Europe and America. 

The native trees of Australia are be- 
ing systemntlcally replaced with thore 
of the United States and Europe. The 
chief reason for this action Is that the 
trees of that country are generally ot 
a very slow growing nature, which is 
not desirable for scientific forestry, al- 
though it is true that many of tte 
Australian trees grow to enormous 
size when fully matured and produce 
excellent timber. Notably among these 
Is the kauri pine, which requires about 
1!00 years to rencU full growth 

As the native trees are cut down to 
answer the demands for lumber the 
Imported trees are planted In their 
places, so that eventually the flora of 
the country will be largely eliminated, 
if not entirely so. Already ll.oOO.OOO 
trees have been put out, and seedlings 
are being cultivated In the nurseries In 
great quantities, and the nurseries and 
plantations are being extended as rap- 
idly as possible, and these introduc- 
tions arc very successful owing to the 
favorable character of the climate, In 
which anything will flourish.

IN THREE MONTHS 



Only 1.4 of an Inch of Rain- 
fall Has Fallen. 



The long drouth continues and the 
forecast for today holds out no 
hopes for rain in this section during 
the next twenty-four hours. Ac- 
ording to the records of Mr. W. F. 
Randle, local weather observer for 
the Government, this has been the 
longest dry spell in the past 
twelve years, the date when he was 
appointed to the position. In the 
year 1901 there was a drouth lasting 
thirty-eight days, from June 28 to 
August 5, when only .61 of an inch 
of rain fall. 

August 8 of the present year is the 
date of the last good rain in this sec- 
tion of the state and from that day 
up to the present time, ninety days, 
the rainfall has been only 1.4 of an 
inch. Erom Aug. 8 to Aug. 31 the 
fall was .55 of an inch and during 
September it was .85 of an inch. In 
October there was no rain at all and 
there has been none in this month. 

The wheat is badly in need of rain 
and much of the grain put in the 
ground some time ago, is not yet up. 
The dust is almost unbearable and 
the scarcity of water is becoming a 
very serious matter all over the 
country.

Mr. Felix G* Ewin^s Address to Members of She Tobacco Assocte^iiotv. | 



Guthrie, Ky., October 27, 1908. 
To the Members of the Planters' Protective Association: 

It has been a good many months since I addressed you my last membership 
letter — months during which much has transpired of great Interest and con- 
tinued success — success which has necessarily put the Association In the 
(ore front of Important commercial enterprises, and caused thinking men of 
all vocations to realize It Is an Institution to be reckoned with seriously In 
business affairs. It Is not uncommon at all to see posted conspicuously about 
banks and other Institutions of great strength, character and stability, the 

words, "Founded A. D. ." The farther back the date Is given, sometimes 

fifty or seventy-five years, the greater the ImpresBlon given of Its permanency 
and Importance. 

The Idea is created that If It has endured the shocks of competition and 
financial changes In all that number of years, It can weather any storm and 
cannot be wrecked. I can say right here, without the slightest fear of 
trespassing beyond the bounds of consistent truth, that while we can only 
say on our diploma of excellence, "Founded A. D. 1904"— four years ago— no 
Institution of Us age and magnitude ever approached the character it has 
made for stability, permanency, protection and profit. It is today a world's 
wonder, and is in a perfect state of preparedness to do battle with any hostile 
foe. It is a tower of untold and uncalculated strength, from which countless 
'benefits may be born. 

It la an Indisputable fact that the Association possesses the strength and 
possibilities of making of our country the fairest of the fair, and of our people 
all that they may claim by the benefits of opportunity. They have the 
opportunity laid, as it were, in their laps. It simply remains for us to avail 
ourselves of those opportunities, and to that end we have but to observe the 
rules of common sense and good citizenship, each day endeavoring earnestly 
to make an improvement In both of the preceding. No man realizes how 
little he knows until he becomes a student. No man realizes the value of 
common sense as a necessity for the progress of the great work we have in 
hand until some of it has been exercised by somebody in such close prox- 
imity to him that he could not avoid It. Then It was nourished by contact 
one with another, each calling for the best that wa3 in the other by inter- 
change of thought. 

Then It was that men whose names should be emblazoned upon the tablets 
of celebrities as world benefactors began to travel, and disseminate this 
common sense and rules of good citizenship. These four years are brief In 
r point of time, but immense In point of common sense and history; in eventB 
r that are a revelation to the thinkers of the time. 

The very air now Is laden now with this common sense, and even the 
hitherto thoughtless fellow, who thought nothing, knew nothing, of responsi- 
bility or of .ambition, positively has his pockets filled with common sense. It 
Is true, some of them do not give It that name; some of them simply call It 
Association, but it has the same meaning— leads to the same goal— Success- 
one whose birth and existence can be recounted in the word "Association." 

The product of this same common sense Is the success of the future and 
for always. Some one. In conversation with me recently, remarked that it 
was "a mistake to re-pledge for three years"; that It should be co-existent 
with the life of the charter, and thus avoid the re-pledging every three years. 

It seems absurd now to ask a member to re-pledge, because it would seem 
an Insult to his common sense. They know the great benefit they have 
derived from the Association; they very fully realize that it is not an experi- 
ment, but a demonstrated success. 

Our fight, of course, will be eternal as the tobacoc trust; and Its allies are 
as well equipped and organized for combat as they ever were to depress and 
control prices and to prey upon the manhood of our citizens. But having won 
the contest when heavy odds were against us, when our people were faint of 
pocket and of heart, almost to a state of melancholia, there is no reasonable 
cause to think they will ever suffer the arch enemy to gain another victory. 

The farmers of the Black Patch are more prosperous today than those in 
other parts of Kentucky and Tennessee. In my last membership letter I said 
I desired to see agricultural conditions of this country so changed that the 
plowboy would feel that he could be a gentleman. I now say that conditions 
have so changed that there is no reason why the threadbare gentleman 
should not with perfect dignity become a plowboy. 

The Improvements on the farms and in the villages th 
bacco district attest the value of the Association. There is 
hand or mechanic in the district, and the glorious achieven 
elation has not only been a godsend to the landowner, or th 
the soil for tobacco, for all classes of farm labor have advi 
cent, so that the humblest wage-earner, no less In proportit 
owner, has shared In the benefits which the Association 1 

In view of all these things, I do not believe there Is a 
In the Black Patch today who does not see It to be his duty to be a member 
of the Association, or who, if not a tobacco planter, does not realize it is the 
only decent thing to do. The man on the other side Is poor Indeed: poor In 
friendship, citizenship and, most likely, In principle. In the terrific warfare 
that has been waged throughout the country against the liquor traffic it Is 
noteworthy that no man can say it is best. 

They talk about constitutional rights, and everything else that can be 
injected Into It for an argument; but no sane man who sees and thinks can 
say it Is not best for traffic in liquor to be discontinued. 

Many a man, for selfish reasons of profit, has not allied himself with the 
Association; many of them have probably been well paid to stay out — to keep 
up an appearance for the enemy. Many others, knowing that the Association 
makes the price, that at equal prices the enemy would buy from the "hill- 
billy" before he would from the Association, declines to Join, thinking he will 
sell first, but who doubts that, In his heart, he knows he is wrong, and not 
fulfilling the duty of a citizen? 

He may be too stubborn to Join, but he will not like to feel that neighbors 
would not come to his rescue If his premises were afire, or secure a doctor for 
him If he were ill. No, his neighbors will not desert him In such a pitiful 
extremity, but are patiently waiting to see when true manhood will assert 
Itself, and when he becomes a member In good standing. 

Association people are aware that every good church member did not Join 
at the revival; that some came in when almost despaired of; but In this in- 
stance respect Is no wise heightened after he has made the delay profitable. 

The matter or keeping the acreage down to the minimum Is as much a 
duty of an Association man as we conceive it to be a duty of a non-Assoela- 
tlon man to become a member. Knowing that neighbors, friends, kinsfolk 
and the membership generally are endeavoring earnestly and honestly to 
keep the tobacco area at not one acre more than It was before the Associa- 
tion advanced the price, the man who wilfully and deceitfully Increases his 
acreage is not the least bit better than the hill-billy, and should be shown so, 
by the contemptuous look of those who see him murdering the goose that 
laid the golden egg. Five for the first fifty acres of land and two and one-half 
acres for each succeeding fifty, Is the rule which has been informally sug- 
gested, and I very much hope every member will enter into this with that 
spirit of fairness and compromise which has been shown by so many thou- 
sand splendid men throughout this work. 

•^ms thought little of by his playmates. I sincerely hope that In this most 
■serious play of middle-aged life no member will be caught fudging anywhere 
in the game. To Join, to keep down the acreage, and to closely follow the 
.rtWateR of the Board of Directors, are the essentials to the success of the 
work. 

All are demonstrated possibilities, easy possibilities now. The la.it Is no 
less necessary than the first, however, and most assuredly the Board Is com- 
posed of a set of men worthy of respect, confidence and admiration No 
Directory or legislative body of any nature whatever, and representing a 
constituency, could boast of a better record for clean and phenomenally 
beneficial work than this body. \ 

I feared changes In the Board at the recent etoqpons, because the* best 
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which brings forth the admiration not only of the tobacco world, but it Is 
known far and near throughout the mercantile world. Both at home In 
organizing, In awarding contracts to best men procurable for the work In 
their respeeAlve counties, In watching closely the detail of all work, of 
whatever nature or department, In going Into other counties, when our repre- 
sentation was Insufficient, when necessity was suggested, or when In attend- 
ance upon the meetings of the Board In regular session, their promptness, 
their energy, their conservative determination an d their Impartiality looking 
solely and only for the best thing, was certainly admirable. 

Many of these men were past middle ag , and a few of them not physically 
able to endure the hardships and exposure of all-night runs on the trains 
going and coming without getting their clothing off, or driving any necessary 
distance In sun or the wind. I could always <|. p efl d upon tne ir always playing 
well their parts; they would not only be there, but the man or men he had 
business with had reason to know be had transacted business with a Business 
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In all my communications, whether personal or membership letters, in 
person or through the press, I have urge ! a i insisted that the truest and 
ablest men in the Black Patch be sele«v.i to represent their respective 
counties. We find In this that my oft re i suggestion has borne fruit, 
for in the changes we have an earnest, t ns vatlve body of men, who are 
destined to become very useful members i Hoard. In this connection I 
want to bring to the attention of the mem r matter which I have already 
delayed longer than I should. 

It is the matter of arranging to compe 
their services. Perhaps their good natt e 
matter has been an Injustice to them, b I 
their own compensation, so did leave th i 
remember, at the beginning of this wor 

when everything was in its infancy, all of us .Id we were working without 
compensation, as we were all planters. Interested in the price of tobacco, 
and wanting to make our own farms profitable. 

None of us thought seriously of working at It for very long, but simply to 
get it well established, and. put it Into the h auls of men who had not the 
home responsibilities we had, and that although, perhaps, remaining Direc- 
tors, because of an acquired knowledge, and wanting it to continue a success 
for all time, we did not expect to devote ourselves to It assiduously, and with 
an earnestness almost a counterpart of fervency every day and every hour 
for months and years, and not only to the detriment of their own affairs, but 
practically to an abandonment of their own affairs. 

Nobody can gainsay the fact that every n an of that Board of Directors 
gave up his time and thought as completely to that work as if he had a 
master and was on salary. Am the leader, throughout the tempestuous first 
campaign, I have but to remind you of the vim and enthusiasm that was 
manifested by as gallant a set of officers as ever trod the field. 

Every Director was a general with a thoroughly organized army, who did 
not miss his calculations at the expense of the interests of his people. As a 
matter of course, If the contest had resulted disastrously to our forces, we 
would have been In worse condition than before, but happily we have only to 
congratulate each other. We won the day, peace and prosperity reign su- 
preme, and these good men rest serenely in the hearts of their countrymen. 
With the exception of a small per diem these men have receivd for a part of 
thlr time, and their expenses, they have not received anything for their 
arduous services, and I have made it a part of my duty to secure it for them 
In a perfectly Just and satisfactory way. believing it Is as much my duty, as 
well as my pleasure, to see them fairly, courteously and considerately treated, 
as it was to secure a better price for tobacco for the suffering planters. 
Their work was magnificent; there was four times as much of it as they 
expected to do, and it has continued, without an hour's cessation, four times 
as long, day vigil and night vigil, for the enem> is stealthy and always has 
to be watched through a powerful iens. 

I am not one to believe a Tenn* ;ean or a Kentucklan wants anything for 
nothing. I believe they want everybody compensated fairly for what they 
do, and will feel better for think ug we have discharged our debt to those 
gentlemen as far as money can a. compllsh it, and nothing remains but the 
respect and the gratitude that Is horn of the effort and the sacrifice made at 
the time which I think should endure for each Director as long as life. To 
compensate these Directors for past services doi not take any money out 
of your pocket. An amount of money quite bu t for this, and much 
more, has long lain In bank, a part of the one per enl i ommlssion on sales. 
No member will feel its effect In iny way what. - the good man who 
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same floor, which scraps do not belong to the Association, much of the 
Association scraps were found in the stripping trash and was sold In i arloads 
with the stalk, thus occasioning quite a loss. Anotru r reason was t at It is 
contrary to the principle of the Association, which is only to do for the 
planter what he cannot do for himself except by concerted action. It Is 
agreed that the planter can and should do his stripping, as his winter work, 
and as we are trying so very hard to educate the planter to better work at 
home as a very certain way of getting more money for tobacco, that he will 
eventually learn— although they are very slow about It and their failure to 
do It is costing them very considerable profit, often as much as one-half or 
even a cent a pound — to do it properly in the molt pains-taking way, an I 
then if they will give their tobacco to the very best prlzer, without any oth« ir 
consideration than that he has a contract, is honest, and the best available 
he will have made the most out of his crop then Is In It. 

Still another reason for not encouraging the stripping of tobacco away 
from home is that it Is thought the planter will get much more benefit out of 
his stalks to haul them out on his own land, which always needs it, than to 
sell them at the small price for sheep wash, etc. Every planter and en f 
man interested In the Association should give careful thought and ihot I 
observe carefully the matter of prizing. Our success or failure depends m< re 
upon this thai anything else. The re-gradlng. which In itself Is not not 
worthy, has been the subject of very general rennrk. and no little sev re 
criticism. The graders have been thought to do th, ir work Incorrectly, ai d 
altogether the matter has been misunderstood. The graders are like all nv n, 
liable to mistakes sometimes. It may happen some days the light Is i t 
good, sometimes a leaf does not appear one day as it does another, but It Is 
expected and Is a part of our system that If they do not make a mistake t 
salesman will discover It; but to satisfy myself and to satisfy others who 
were dissatisfied because of a misapprehension of facts, I have selected, from 
time to time, three of the most expert men at our command to Investigate 
carefully the work of the graders and to approve or criticise same. Without 
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as would be expected with the amount of work, this special committee, not 
always the same three men, has reported to me that the trouble originates 
In the prizing. Sweating, overtyping and bad packing are the prolific causes 
or trouble, all costing the planter money, and all easily avoidable. Tin m >l 
nothing In my close investigation of theBe things that causes me to think 
the graders have not done their duty, notwithstanding at times the prejudice 
agalns having tobacco marked down was so great It was a very unpleasant 
duty. It may be recalled that In one county resolutions were passed con 
demnlng it, and published In the newspapers. All this was very wrong. 
They should very quietly and conservatively have naked, through their 
Director, for an immediate Investigation and. if possible, satisfactory ex 



and most often from being prized too wet. an error the planter was as much 
responsible for as the prlzer. as It should not be delivered or received In 
that condition. The Board has emphasized its former ruling on this point by 
making nnother, that any prlzer's contract will be Invalidated who receives 
tobacco that way. There Is also an abuse In the use of steam, and Im- 
properly used is an expensive convenience to the planter. I do hope that 
the members will begin to think seriously of these things for themselves, as 
by some sensible attention In their own behalf will prove very profitable to 
them. My attention has Just been called to nearly four hundred hogsheads 
which I had Investigated by a special committee, and the prized will be 
refuested to make good the loss to the planter as a result of faulty work. 

I want to remind our members of the evils of the ever present kicker. In 
an effort to eliminate him from our every day lives. Every man who Is a 
man resents a kick, consequently the chronic kicker succeeds only In 
engendering bad feeling, whk-h Is an almost impossible way of righting a 
wrong. The very best way to correct an error or to make an Improvement 
in the service of any department, or at any place, Is the quiet, respectful 
method of procedure. Any complaint to the proper party will be given the 
consideration it merits If couched in such terms. We must always remem- 
ber, however, that the greatest kicker Is the party least Interested. The 
deplorable violence which has occurred throughout the tobacco district of 
Kentucky and Tennessee, which has been the occasion of much unfavorable 
comment of the Association, is such as calls forth our strongest protest and 
disclaimer. We would have the world know the Association members are of 
the very flower of manhood and citizenship, strong In Intellectuality and 
courage, as great respecters of law as liberty, and while our heads are never 
bowed at the voice or calumny we must unswervingly declare and devote our- 
selves to the maintenance of law and order as the very bed-rock or civiliza- 
tion. It is not enough for us to say we have not connived at or condoned 
lawlessness, we must say that Just as far as our voices will reach we will 
discourage and condemn it. It never has been, never must be, allied with this 
Association, and this Association must, In name and reality, be as high above 
the standard of those many hypocrites throughout the tobacco district who 
traduce its character as the skies are above the earth. The most casual 
observer of us all perceives that the most blatant among them are the ex- 
tobacco men that the Association has put out of business. We are not 
Indifferent to public opinion; we should put ourselves to no little trouble to 
earn the esteem and support of the moral world, Juts as we have already of 
the tobacco world, but In It all our own consciences must be our talisman, 
and when that is right we should fear naught. 

The Association has rigidly held aloof from politics, neither advocating or 
fighting anybody fer any office. The Board of Directors know neither politics 
nor religion as a body. They think every sane man who has endured the 
hardships and struggles of this contest with the trust would have no trouble 
recalling the names of the men who have stood in bold relief as Association 
sympathizers, the friends of the oppressed, and if not from a sense of grati- 
tude, from a sense of help and protection, helping the party who helped you, 
vote for him, and secure as many votes for him as you can, for whatever 
office he may aspire. This Is self-preservation; the savage in the jungle 
would do that, or the Arab on the desert. 

I am very frequently asked the question as to when I think the tobacco 
remaining on hand will be sold. The tobacco is now moving off more rapidly 
In the recent past, and from the remarks of several buyers I do not expect 
sales to fall below twelve hundred hogsheads per week. There are negotia- 
tions on now for two quite large sales, but little can be said of these until 
consummated. 

The matter of selling tobecco in light hogsheads to a class of patrons who 
find heavy packed tobacco damaged for their purposes, has been discussed 
for several years, and an effort made to reach an agreement with such 
patrons, notably the Imperial Tobacco Company. The Board of Directors 
has consented to such an arrangement, and I assured a committee recently, 
representing such buyers, that if they would pay the Association price and 
receive It In the hogshead, all other obstacles would be overcome. The 
system of prizing, storing, inspection and sale must be Just as heretofore. 
By this means much of the Italian type of tobacco, of which we have so much, 
can be worked off In other channels. I have little doubt of being able to 
work out the detail of this system to the mutual advantage of the Association 
and the buy' r As a matter of course, each year of the life of the Associa- 
tion should bf an improvement over the preceding year, as experience should 
show to better conditions. It Is patent to us now that the buying interests 
have be. □ making us carry the stock for them, thus saving them loss of 
weight. Insurance and Interest on money. It Is probable that the Board of 
Directors will next year either offer a discount for sales within a prescribed 
period, or increase the price as the season advances to the equivalent of the 
loss of wi lit, insurance and Interest on money. 

The sali s to this date aggregate nearly s'x million dollars, which is nearly 
double what the entire crop brought five years ago, to say nothing or that 
remalnin;: unsold. As years or observation, experience and strength are 
added to the life of the Association, It Is a fact that every new feature, every- 
thing which can be made a benefit to its thousands of members, should be 
added ami beneficially developed. All of our systems ol record and work will 
be Improved upon this season to afford the members greater protection 
against fire loss, fraud, loss of weight, etc With the strength of more than 
thirty thousand men behind It, it must progress, it must not stand still; 
everytl ng must be done not only with the full recognition of the law and its 
blessir.- -. but with a love of higher Ide.ils of citizenship, society, comrade- 
ship, and with that end in view I have been working on a fraternal feature 
which I trust soon to submit to the Board or Directors. 

It is an Insurance Nature. It would now be a perfectly easy matter to 
carry insurance In a limited sum on the home of every member of this 
Association, which in the event of fire could be paid by assessment upon 
every member of the Association and to be deducted from their sales of 
tobacco, A fire loss today of $1,500, which would comfortably cover many 
an humble home of a poor man, would not equal an assessment of five cents 
each upon the members. Though much more difficult on account of the 
difference In ages. It Is not Improbable that a life insurance feature of the 
same kind may be added. All this would Involve a most Intricate system of 
bookkeeping, with a large amount of correspondence, but In my Judgment 
the fraternal spirit would do much to cement the ties or brotherhood and 
greatly strengthen the organization. A protection of from $*0() to $1,500 on 
every home, and something similar on the life of every member, would be a 
safeguard in the nature of a godsend to the women and children of the Black 
Patch. 

In conclusion. I wnnt to call the attention of every member of this Asso- 
ciation, as forcibly as I can, to a matter which I have often spoken of before. 
It is the matter or having good feeling pervade every fiber of Its being. Pa- 
tience, consideration and respect should be constantly borne In mind. Re- 
member that nothing like this Association ever existed, and that the man- 
agers did not have precedents to guide them In planning this great work. It 
was as a vessel steaming Into a hitherto (innavigable body of water. It has 
proceeded cautiously, carefully, to avoid snags. The navigator has very 
constantly ordered the soundings taken to determine the depth of the water 
and as often the call comes back to the bridge, "All Is well." Impatience and 
the usual accompanying criticism occasion much ill feeling, and oHen at a 
time when the best thoughts and effort on the part ot every body associated 
with Is greatly needed. The calm, considerate tone often overcomes un- 
toward conditions and enables those ot whom much Is expected to put tor- 
waid their best efforts. I have learned to believe, by n.nny as«iir»nr«.». that 
I possess the confidence of the thousands of members of this Association; 
and if so, I am perfectly willing to hazard that pearl beyond price on the 
assurance that the clouds are certainly rising from all quarters of the Asee- . 
elation Interests, and that only a thin mist appears between It and eternal 
success. My health has very greatly Improved In the past few months, and 
It enables me to view with greater delight the Association's progress, which, 
God willing, shall be the greatest power of this fair land, and always tor good.
